Weiler, these, together with the de­ 
v oted wife, with whom he journeyed 
along life’s highway for fifty years, 
sixteen grandchildren, fiv e brothers,; 
Lewis, of Fitgerald, G eorgia; Cyrus, 
of Kewana, Indiana; Ed., of Chillico- 
the; William, of Hallsv ille; George of 
Commercial Point; 
one sister; Mrs. 
George Miller, of Hallsv ille; two half 
brothers, 
Cary and Ira, 
three half- 
sisters, Mazie, M yrta and Alma, and 
a host of friends 
surv iv e, to mourn 
their loss and bless his memory. 
A t the age of 15, he surrendered his 
life to Christ and accepted Him as his 
Sav ior and M aster, and united with 
the U. B. church.

New York.—When it rains young­ 
sters crowd the subway and elev ated 
exits, crying "Umbrella! Um brella!” 
The rain protectors are not for sale. 
Those who. lacking a 
raincoat 
or 
their own umbrella, wish to get home 
dry are escorted by the boys, who 
guarantee to shield them on the way. 
Then they quickly return to their post 
at the station to wait for more cus­ 
tomers. 
The 
boys 
themselv es 
are 
safely 
clothed against the rain. 
Some 
of 
those who hav e made a little profes­ 
sion of it are well equipped to stand 
not only the water hut the cold. They 
wear ov ershoes and sometimes rubber 
boots reaching to the knees. 
Taking 
a hint from the police officer, they 
cov er their heads 
with 
large-sized 
caps of rubber or rubberized cloth, gen­ 
erally with a wide flap on the back to 
cov er the neck and part of the shoul­ 
ders. 
Some can afford raincoats, but 
otheys must be content with last year’s 
tattered ov ercoat, which they button 
up to the chin for further protection. 
The item of the umbrella, howev er, 
is the most important, and some boys 
hiv e been known to resort to v arious 
tricks in order to keep the family um­ 
brella handy for their business. 
As

is
